He accepted the Kentucky oivilization with
true Yankee grit, nod fought his wuey fnside of
it. “Ooce a man met bhim on the sidewalk and
fhed deliberately at his henrt, Pronties knocked
bt down and put bis foot on  him. ‘et upl”
he eald, I don't eare to kill you.” They met
again, vears aflerwardd, al & Kentucky walor-
ing-place; the assallant was dying of consnmp-
tion, and be came up o cotlghing spectre, and
thanked Prentice for his Wie,

Mr. Prentleo gald of jonrnalism lo the days of
Clay and the jourtulisie of the present: —*1t did
not lake the mousy nor the enterprise In those
davs that are now requived. A newspaper did
not try to do much: a political head was malnly
necestn ¥ Now the nowspapors sre able to ge!
on without any politles In some lostunecs.”  “If
your llife were o go over sgain, would yon
choose jonrnalisn for your profesaionz’’ v
don't kuow,” bo sald with o smile, 1 dare say I
wonld,”

Reubien Durrett was odltor of the Lounlayilie
Cougidr, the principal local opponent of the
Jowrnal, in 1504, aud Kept o gly paragraph In its
columns for several dieys, inthmating that Mr.
Premtice, while *under a clond,”™ bad Iallen from
w gangplank ol a steamnbont into the water., Mr.
Prentice was Intensely aggravated by this litde
prragraph.  le did not deny its trath, - It
might have been true, bub it was ecertainly no
less objectionnble on that necount, Probably he
felt that even hie great command of language
would not perinlt blm Lo do justice to the sub-
ject. e simply aunounced that If the paragraph
appeared again he would hold the editor person-

Iy responsible.  Of course the ['I.ll’:l.‘,{l‘ﬂilh up-
peared next morning.  Mr, Prontice immediately
waited upon Mr. Darrett, fired twice at him, re-
coived two shots in return, the police intorfered,
honor was satisfied, the paragraph was *“‘can-
celled,” and ench editor had a ball extracted from
under his bide.

William E. Hughes, another rival editor, sent
his belligerent card up to Mr. Prentlee daring a
popular excitement, and received the following
reply: —*Tell Mr. Hoghes that I will be down us
goon as | lond m{; pistols.”  Hughes, however,
unwilling to give his enemy every advantage of
ground and preparation, withdrew in haste,

When the news of the Buli Kun fight reached
Loulsville, the intensest oxcilament prevailed,
azd the Robel population paraded the strects
swenring vengeance againsi all loyal men who
came in contact with them, The Journal office
had long been floating a Unifed States flag from
o stall on the roof, but the staff being too short
for the flag, a carpenter had been soent for early
in the day to put up a longer one. He arrived
at the time quite a threatening demonstration
was belng made in front. The Courier oflice,
which was on the opposile side of the street,
was lutensely RHebel, and it waa bruited about
that a Confederate flag would be holsted upon it
duripg the day. The crowd between the offices
was clamorous for the raising of one flag sand
the lowering of the other. At this juncture Mr.
Preutlce was informed by an excited employe
from the eounting-room that somebody was on
the roof pulling down the flag. The old man’s
eyes flashed fire.  “Then, by G—," said ke, ‘‘go
up there and throw the scoundrel down amonyg
the mob."

Durlng the days just preceding the war, Mr,
Prentice beeame a great favorite with the hardy
backwoodsmen of Kentucky, who usually came
to see him when they were in Loulsville on
business; not that they were acquainted with
him, but, as they themselves would tell him,
just to see what he looked like. Suach visits
were of course poeuliarly paluful to a sonsitive
nuture, though Mr. Prentice had no recourse but
to endare them. Reception rooms are not gene-
rilly in Gse among the “*proviocisl” newspapers,
and a knock at the door I8 the only Intimation
ol u visitor before he enters the room. Une of
these enthusiastic Individoals shook Mr. Pren-
tice warmly by the hand'one doy, when he hoad
come, o he sald, on a visit of “curiosity,” and
after sonnning the editor's features in varions
lights, drew himgelf up and sald:—"*80, you're
ol George D. Prentice, air yonr Well, I'm
migl ty glad tosee yon. Jim Dodd bet me you
wis good looking, and [ bet you wasn't; and [
thinke 1've won it,"

During the Ward riots In Loulsyllle, when
Mtt Ward, who murdered the séchool-teagher
was the n‘-jrrt of vengeance, Mr, Prentice de
fended Ward o the columns of hls journal, and,
in consequence, not ouly was compelled to flee
from the eity, but subsequently found his sub-
scription list  wofully depleted by the with-
drawal of subscribers who censured the course
he had teken during the trial. Tn order to re-
trieve this loss, e published dally for a week or
two several columns of Jotters from Imaginary
subseribers who, having withdrawn,
anxious to subscribe aln. These writers
declared  that  they had  been aflticted
with terrible pains apd ‘'miseries” In the
chest or head or stomach, or with
rheumatic and consumptive alllngs, and
solemnly took oath that one reading of the
Journal cured them completaly. oe lndl-
vidual declared that he had o tricky horse, bat
that be commenced laking the Journal again,
aud the animnal became muh enough for a coun-
l.rly doctor. Buch good humor had its effect.
The old subscribers langhed and subscribed
agaln. When his course in favor of coerclon
wis deelded, his Southern subseribers, who were
in a large majority on his list, dropped off
rapldly, but the large cities of the North sent
him loog lists of ncw opnes. He vented his
ridicule on his Bouthern deserters In many
Instances through his columns. Here is one
instance: —

A Mecting ol Washington Cltlzens Broken ['p
by the Corporantion Employes—The Police Ald
nnd Abet the Hloters,

The Washington Star of S8aturdny evening has
a long report of the breaklog up of a Repulli-
ean meeting at the capital, from whick we con-
dense as follows: —

Aunother most disgraceful altempt was made
by corporation employes to breéak up the moet-
Ing of “Reforin Republicans™ at Union League
Hall last night. Expecting, or rather fearing, a
repetition of the scenes of Wednesday night Iast,
Messrs, Dixon, Crane, Crossman, and Phillbrook
were early on the ground and took possession of
the room on the first floor, which had been
rented for the purpose, and it was kept locked
until 7 o'clock.

A crowd of white and bLlack filled the street
and sidewalks outside, and crowded the stair-
ways leading to the hall, They seemed to feel a
good deal disgusted by the interference of the
police to prevent them from making a rush on
the meeting. Perry Carson, the seven-foot
watchmon at the City Hall, came np and in-
quired what the crowd were standing there for,
and was told that the door up-stairs was closed.
e rushed u\- the stalrs and endeavored Lo push
Lis way in, but was not only unsuccessful, but
wus slupg away by the police with such foree us
to double him up, and he returned to the erowd
outside in n somewhat crest-fallen coundition.
Here was Commisgsloner Atkinson, of the Fifth
ward, with a dtrong delegation of colored men,
one of whom was heard to say, “ludeed this
thing don't do for me; 1 come ton miles, and got
to go back to-night.” Atkinson was driving
round all yesterday afternoon, collecting his
forces, and lasy night had them well in hand,
now and then erviog out, “Fifth ward, this
way!"  Henry Himber, Commissioner of the
First ward, had attended to bhusiness also, and
had a train of followers, whom he haringaed
from time to time In excited language.

About 735 o'clock, when some 60 or 70 per-
sons had assembled, Mr. Willinmn Dixon called
the meeting to order, and rend the eall:—

MURDER WILL OUTL
e —

Une Thousund Deollars Reward to a Poalicemnn.
The Bt. Louis Democrat of Saturday says:—
On the 17th of September, 1867, Charles Glu-

eslng, n teamster employed at a mill near Belle-
ville, Illinols, was brutally muordered on the
road three miles this side of Belleville, while re-
turnlog from 8t. Lou's with hig wagon and team.
He bad been in the habit of eollecting money in
this city for flour sold, and the murder was no
doubt committed for the purpose of robbery.
He, however, had only a little over slxty dollara
in ‘ﬂl! possession, and this sum was all the mur-
derer receivedjfor his psins. The murder crea.
ated great excitement and indigontion in the
vielnlty of Belleville, and a reward of one thon-
sand dollars was offered for the apprehension of
the murderer, At that time no particular per-
som was suspected of the muorder, and as time
passed on the affair was almost forgotien, and
all hope of bringing the eriminal to justice was
abandoned,

Murder, however, “'will out.” The tenacious
memory of the detective nnd the police oflicer
retnins the facts of a erime long after they have
ceased o be thought of by the world In general,
The retributive hand of justice selzes the ﬁullty
wreteh In hils fancled security, and drags bhim to
the bar of justice when he least axtmcu it. Bo
it was with the pollee of this eity in this case.
Months after the commisslon of the muarder,
elight cirenmstances led the polico detectives to
suspect o cortaln man of the erime. AL length
they bocame satistied of his ;ium, aud for some
timo looked for him with the intention of arrest-
Ing him, The mwan was in the Boull, howover,
and only recontly returned to this city. Among
those who were on his track was Oflicer Hilde-
brand, of the First district. Yesterday aftor-
noon this officer suceeoded in finding the man
he was looklong for, and arrested bim on a charge
of murder, The pamwe of the man nrrclil.edl]n
Charles Leperand, n Germazn, who ia sald to he-
long to the gang of General Neff.
